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Gen. Vogel Believes 
In Future of TVA 


If the Eisenhower administration in- 
tends to destroy TVA, as charged by many 
Tennesseans and others, it will get no help 
from Brig. Gen. Herbert D. Vogel, career 
Army engineer nominated by the Presi- 
dent to head the agency. 

At least that’s the impression left 
after Senate confirmation hearings in 
which the general was questioned at 
length about his views. 

He told the senators, including Sen. 
Ferguson who authored the controversial 
atomic plant power amendment, that TVA 
should be kept as an integrated unit. In 
other words, he said that if additional 
power is needed in the valley, the neces- 
sary plants should be built by TVA and 
not by private power concerns. 

The Dixon- Yates contract, which 
sparked a 13-day filibuster on Sen. Fer- 
guson’s amendment, he feels “should not 
become a precedent.” He said that future 
power needs of the AEC and the people 
of the Tennessee Valley should be pro- 
vided by TVA. 

He told the senators frankly that he 
would defend the integrity of TVA and 
that neither the agency nor any of its fa- 
cilities should be sold to private enter- 
prise. He added that he does not believe 
the government should get out of the 
power business. He said that he sees no 
area of conflict between TVA and pri- 
vate enterprise. 

The reactions of Senators Gore of 
Tennessee and Cooper of Kentucky were 
quite favorable to Gen. Vogel’s testimony. 
The people of the TVA area will rest a 
little easier. He made it quite clear that 
he doesn’t propose, to use a Churchillian 
phrase, to preside over the liquidation of 
TVA. 

As far as Gen. Vogel is concerned, he 
seems to be an acceptable successor to 
Gordon Clapp. He can do no more, how-e 
ever, to prevent deterioration of TVA 
than did the latter unless he has cooper- 
ation of Congress and the administration.

Better Business Bureau 


Last year, according to figures re- 
garded as reliable, the legitimate charities 
of this nation, all of them desperately in 
need of more funds, were deprived of 
more than $100,000,000 which went into 
the hands of promoters, most of them un- 
scrupulous. 

We are a generous people, and the 
birds of prey have learned that fact well 
enough to make a rich return for them- 
selves. As a result, the legitimate, well- 
established charities lose money they 
badly need. 


For example, the Masonic order de- 
voted to fun and good will, the Shrine, 
does a magnificent job for its equally 
magnificent charity—that of hospitals for 
crippled children. It has financed some 
of the bills with a circus which works 
indoors for the Shrine cities which con- 
tribute to the hospitals. 

Now there are imitators which obtain 
the name of some organization in need of 
funds, usually one involving veterans, 
because of their obvious appeal. They use 
the telephone. They. say “all” proceeds 
go to the veterans. But, almost invariably, 
an investigation reveals only about 20 per 
cent go to the veterans. The telephone 
solicitors get a generous cut. The pro- 
moters get most of it. 

There are various promotions operat- 


ing under the guise of charity. Usually 
“charity” gets 20 per cent and the gleeful 
promoters about 70 per cent. 


Certain rules are excellent ones for 
all people to follow. 

1—Do not give money to any appeal 
made by telephone. Crews of smart solici- 
tors, trained in how to put the pressure 
on, operate this sort of thing. Thev get 
a large chunk of your contribution. So do 
not respond to anv telephone appeal. 
Make that a firm rule. (Also beware of 


mailing checks to a post office box 
number. ) 
2—Unless the appeal is for the agen- 


cies of your community fund, the Red 
Cross, the well-established drives for 
polio, the Shrine hospitals for crippled 
children, those for the Heart Association, 
for Cerebral Palsied children, Muscular 
Distrophy and others of national stand- 
ing—check with your Better Business 
Bureau. It will know. 

Be sure you know what it is you are 
giving to, and who gets most of what you 
give.

Transportation Looks 


To Aerial Freighter 


Prophets of a bright future for peace- 
time airplane manufacturing in Georgia 
include A. Carl Kotchian, director of ad- 
ministration and financial operations for 
the Georgia Division of Lockheed Aircraft 
Corporation. 

Speaking to the Augusta Exchange

Club last week, Mr. Kotchian said Geor- 
gia bids well to become the center of the 
developing air freighter industry, the next 
step in air transportation. ¢ 

The probability hinges on the C-130A 
transport, the huge plane in the making at 
Marietta. 

The C-130A is powered by turbo-pro- 
peller engines, that is, jet engines har- 
nessed to propellers. This very efficient 
power plant, the engineers say, makes 
possible the development of economical 
air freighters. 

That is what the industry has been 
waiting for, a cargo carrier that can 
compete on a ton-mile basis with surface 
lines. 

Thus, according to Mr. Kotchian, air 
transportation history soon will follow the 
pattern of the past—first, man develops 
a means of carrying himself and other 
passengers, then he turns it to more 
profitable cargo or freight carrying. 

“We will see fast, de luxe jet trans- 
ports for passengers and the slower air- 
planes which are the workhorses of com- 
merce in the air age,” the Lockheed of- 
ficial said. 

The Georgia angle is that he praised 
the plant facilities at Marietta as ideally 
suited for the manufacture of large air- 
craft. 

So—the world is going to need more 
and more really big airplanes for air 
freight.

Price Supports Lowered 
As Tariffs Are Raised 


Senate approval of the administra- 
tion’s flexible price support formula was 
a mere matter of routine. Despite the 
noise made by representatives from the 
farm states, the President’s promise of a 
veto of any rigid support plan had 
doomed a continuation of the present pro- 
gram. 

The final bill was, in fact, a compro- 
mise. The administration originally had 
requested that supports be on a sliding 
scale from 75 to 90 per cent of parity. The 
farm bloc members forged an acceptable 
compromise, first in the House, of from 
8212 to 90 per cent of parity. s 

The administration gradually’ will 
move back to the prewar formula of 75 
per cent of parity or as low supports as 
Congress will permit. Secretary Benson 
in reality is opposed to all support meas- 
ures. 

It is now up to the Department of Ag- 
riculture, the farmer and all others con- 
cerned with agriculture to promote con- 
sumption of farm products and to find 
new uses for basic farm crops. It is up to 
the administration to promote an intelli- 
gent foreign trade policy that will enable 
some of the surpluses to move abroad. 

Such actions as the recent increase in 
tariffs on Swiss watches hurts the Ameri- 
can farmer more than it helps the Ameri- 
can watchmaker. The Swiss bought a 
large percentage of their agricultural 
products from this country. They will now 
turn elsewhere, probably to Soviet Russia. 

Farm prices have dropped 18% per 
cent in the last three years while living 
costs are higher. The farmer is caught in a 
price-cost squeeze that threatens his very 
existence. Let us not forget that without 
a strong agricultural base, America’s in- 
dustrial economy cannot long prosper.

The term alluded to powerful private interests that worked be- 
hind the scenes to get what they wanted from governing bodies—all 
the way from city councils through state legislatures to Congress 


here in Washington. 

In fact, “‘invisible government’”’ 
is not a matter of past tense. It 
exists today. Its operations never 
were better exemplified than right 
at this time in the confusion of 
the closing of Congress. 

This is true especially on an is- 
sue in which the stakes are so 
high for some of the most power- 
ful and politically influential pri- 
vate interests. That is the bill set- 
ting out the terms upon which our 
new source of power, atomic 
energy, in which the taxpayer has 
invested $11 billions. is to be turned 
over for development and utiliza- 
tion by private interests. 

As you know, different versions 
of the projected new law came 
out of House and Senate, as is cus- 
fomary. The House megsure failed 
to protect the public investment 
and public interest in important 
particulars. The Senate, however, 
after a protracted battle by those 
alert to the public interest, wrote 
some protective provisions into its 
bill. 

In due course, the two meas. 
ures then went to one of the fa- 
vorite haunts of ‘“‘invisible govern- 
ment.’’ This would be the confer- 
ence committee, which represents 
each branch and which is dele- 
gated to compromise differences 
in House and Senate forms of bills. 
This committee always works in 
secret. 

The conference committee on the 
atomic energy bill effectively 
‘compromised’ virtually out of ex- 
istence the protections voted by 
the Senate. 

Perhaps the heart of the atomic. 


energy bill is that section dealing 
with patent rights. President Ei- 
senhower urged that patents cov- 
ering various atomic processes be 
shared for a period of five years. 

The House paid little attention 
ts the President. However, the 
Senate followed his recommenda- 


tion. It adopted such an amend- 
ment, sponsored by Sen. Robert 
©. Kerr (D-Okla.), that also ex- 


tended the period of compulsory 
sharing to 10 years. But the con- 
ference committee eliminated com- 
pulsory sharing of patents. In- 
stead, it directed the Atomic Ener- 
gy Commission to give ‘‘prefer- 
ence’ to applicants for commer- 
cial utilization licenses who agree 
to issue nonexclusive licenses on 
their patents 

Also important in protecting the 
public interest were provisions in 
the Senate bill for preference to 
public bodies and cooperatives in 
granting of licenses for production 
of electric energy from fissionable 
material, such preference has for 
years been in our laws affecting 
ydroelectric energy. But the con- 
ference committee put in a quali- 
fying clause for such preference— 
“insofar as practicable’? — which 
has, of course, no meaning or force 
legally, 

The only hope left to the pub- 
lic to retain the protections orig- 
inally voted by the Senate lies in 
that body when, later this week, 
it takes up the conference report, 
which the House approved early 
in the week. Otherwise, ‘invisible 
government” will have another vic- 
tory — and one of the. greatest 
in our history.

On this latter point, consider- 
able thought has been. given 
here recently to the problem of 
Communist subversion in Burma. 
Some intelligence reports reach- 
ing here have indicated that the 
Chinese Communists have been 
active in organizing Burmese 
Communists for possible action 
against the Rangoon government. 


This is one of the questions 
that have preoccupied officials 
who have been planning the con- 
ference and _ studying possible 
drafts of the treaty: How can the 
Signatories make clear that they 
are concerned about subversion 
and aggression in nations just be- 
yond the area of the treaty? 

It is generally agreed by the 
negotiators that improved eco- 
nomic conditions everywhere in 
this region will contribute to the 
security of Southeast and South- 
west Asia. Accordingly, there has 
been some discussion about how 
nations such as India can be 
worked into the economic aspects 
of the treaty. This has raised 
various political problems, how- 
ever, that have not yet been re- 
solved.

Lingering 


At Jones

The Hemerocallis, like a lot 
of other lilies are here because 
the stalk brings them. 

What is worrying a lot of At- 
lantans now is that they are 
unable to keep up with the 
Joneses in keeping the lilies here 


and also blooming beyond the 
usual flowering schedule. 

There is a riot of color in 
Arthur Jones’ garden at his 
home on Screven avenue with 
the stately hemerocallis in full 
bloom, with more to come. 

“What's your secret?’’ was the 
question asked Mr. Jones, as he 
dug under a lily bed. 

SECRET METHOD 


“And it is a secret with me, 
but I'll tell you,”’ he winked. “I 
use the compost method for fer- 
tilization. All soil can be im- 
proved and that in my yard is 
no exception. I prefer and use 
oak leaves with a little lime add- 
ed. The plants retain moisture 
at their roots by the compost 
method. 

“The best care for the ‘hems’ 
is to keep them free of weeds 
and to disbud them. I separate 
the clumps every fall.’ 

Mr. Jones is a hybridizer of 
note and says that his primary 
object now is to produce a hem- 
erocallis between 12 and 14 
inches high which will be suit- 
able as a house plant.

But unlike the lilies of the 
field, who toil not, neither do 
they spin, Mr. Jones works in his 


garden from sunup until sun- 
down. 

‘Lilies are like a lot of peo- 
ple.”’ he says. “‘They need a lot
